County 
Commissioner Kallis, who on Sunday night 
declared he would be present and uphold 
President Irwin, did not appear till after 
the question was settled, 7 

According to D. D. Healy, the next move 
in the appropriation fight must be a legal 
one. The legality of the veto may be ques- 
tioned in court or mandamus proceedings 
begun to force the payment of an appropria- 
tion to some one of the towns. The new 
board, which organizes next week, has no 
power to take up the matter. | 


| Veto Message Is Bitter. 

Both factions on the board went to the 
meeting prepared for a fight, and there was 
little delay in starting it. As soon as the 
session convened President Irwin directed 
that his veto message be read and put upon 
its passage. The message itself was not 
calculated to produce good feeling. In de- 
tense of his veto stand Mr. Irwin used such 
terms as corrupt henchmen,” “ crews of 
legal highwaymen,”’ dirty politics,” rob- 
bery,” and“ waste of people’s money.”

sale slaughfter. Neither will it agree to the 
exaction of an indemnit} from China which 
that government cannot pay.

REDISTRICTING PLAN DEFERRED, 


WORK DONE BY THE COUNCIL. 


A bill for the abolishing of justice courts 
and the creation in their stead of district 
courts of record, with an elective judiciary, 
was presented to the City Council last night 
by Alderman Freeman K. Blake and was 
referred to the Committee on State 
tion. .With the bill was an order that the 
Council support it for passage by the State 
Legislature. 

According to the provisions of the vin. it 
was proposed to divide the city into such dis- 
tricts as may be determined upon by law. 
In each of these districts a court should be 
established to supplant the justice court, to 
be a court of record, with jurisdiction in 
criminal cases such as now is exercised by 
justices of the peace, and jurisdiction in civil 

cases, the extent to be determined by law, in 
— not to exceed $500, 


To Abate Present Abuses. 

The purpose of the bill is to abate the 
abuses of the p t justice system. It is 
proposed to make it impossible for attorneys 
to antoy an opponent by carrying him to 
the limits of the county for the trial of a 
case or to use other methods for the incon- 
venience of defendants. 


of the bill. The Judges of the district courts 
shall be paid a salary to be determined by 
the Legislature. The term of office also is 
left to the Legislature to fix. The people 
of each distrigt, it is recommended, shall 
elect the Judge for the court of the district. 

It is declared that the adoption of the bill 
by the Council and its subsequent passage 
by the Legislature would remove a great 
evil from the judicial system. The bill is 
said to have the support bt attorneys and 
Judges. Discussion of its provisions has been 
left to the special Council Committee on 
State Legislation. 


Traction Ordinance Offered. 

‘fhe Council received its first preélection 
traction ordinance and referred it to the Rail- 
way committee. The ordinance was intro- 
duced by Alderman Wulff, who insisted that 
he did not know the corporation back of it. 
It provided for a franchise for an electrig 
surface road in Lincoln and Foster avenues, 
from the intersection of Evanston and Fos- 
ter avenues. The life of the franchise was 
placed at twenty years, during fifteen of 
which the company agreed to pay a graded 
compensation to the city. 

The right to connect with other lines was 
asked, and from this it was said that the 
proposition was one of the Northwestern 
Elevated railway company desiring to use 
the surface road as a feeder for the ele- 

ted. 

9 was provided that the company might 
operate by animal or electric power, by over - 
head trolley if desirable, on a double or sine 
gle track. The streets of which the use was 
asked were: Beginning at the east Une of 
Evanston avenue at its intersection with 
Foster avenues, west in Foster avenue to 
Lincoln, and northwest in Lincoln to the 
city Umits. 
Three Years for 

The company agreed to complete half of 
the track within eighteen months from the 
passage of the ordinance and to have tite 
rest completed within three years. It bound 
itself to operate at least one car every halt 
hour from 6 o’clock in the morning until 12 
at night. 

A graded compensation was promised, 1 
per cent of the gross receipts for the sec- 
ond term of five years, 2 per cent for the 
third term, and 3 per cent for the fourth 
term. The company agreed to give bond in 
the sum of $10,000 for the completion of the 
work and an additional $10,000 for other lia- 
bility. ' Permission was asked to build con- 
duits, if necessary, to carry its wires from its 
power-house to the line.

Rumor of West Virginia Wreck. 

During last evening a rumor of a railway 
disaster in West Virginia in which 200 per- 
sons were said to have perished spread 
through the country, but advices this morn- 
ing indicate that the train is safe. A land- 
slide near Hinton, W. Va., covered the track 
with earth, and the report was that a Chesa- 
peake and Ohio train had struck it and been 
hurled into the Green Brier River. Wires 
were gone and it was hours before direct 
news could be obtained. Officials of the rall- 
way at 1 a. m. said they had dispatches 
showing the train had stopped in time and 
was delayed by the landslide. 


Schooner Sinks in Lake Erie. 

Kingsville, Ont., Nov. 26.—-An unknewn 
schooner is sunk on the middle ground off 
Point Pelee and the sailors are lashed to 
the rigging. Since Sunday morning the tug 
Home Rule from Amherstburg has been try- 
ing to rescue the men, but there is such a 
high sea running that its efforts have been 
fruitless. 

The schooner Reuben Doud is also on the 
middie ground, but nothing is known of its 
condition. Fifty boats were anchored west 
‘of Point Pelee today. Since the wind has 
gone to. the northwest a number of 
have gone out. 


Gale Worst for Ten Tears. 

Cleveland, O., Nov. 26.—[Special.}]—The 
storm whieh began here last night and con- 
tinued most of today is the worst in ten 
years on Lake Erie, and seems to be general 
over Ohlo. The gale at times reached almost 
the velocity of a hurricane, and from mid- 
night to T o'clock this morning it blew about 
sixty miles an hour. Not a vessel left here 
between sunrise and sunset, and none will 
venture out tonight. 

The schooners Spademan and Melvina and 
the steamer M.Sicken went ashore on Marble- 
head beach, near Sandusky, and are now be- 
ing dashed to pieces. The crews were res- 
cued by the Marblehead life savers. 


Heavy Damage at Lorain. 
Lorain, O., Nov. 26.—The storm wrought 
$100,000 damage to this harbor. Six hun- 
dred feet of the east government pier were 
swept away, and the seas had full sway 
through the gap, washing away the founda- 
tions on the opposite side of the river.. The 
C., L. and W. railroad compdny’s tracks were 
undermined, and hang suspended over the 
gulf made by the waters. The river channel 
is thought to be filled with sand as a result of 

the break, and navigation is blocked. 


Reservoir Bursts at Athens. 

Athens, O., Nov. 26.—As a result of the 
heavy rains the reservoir near Chauncey 
burst today and flooded the town a mile 
away. The reservoir covered three acres and 
was twenty feet deep. A hundred yards of 
railroad track were washed out and nearly all 
the residences in Chauncey were flooded, A 
hill deflecting the course of the water saved 
the Chauncey mine, where 100 men were at 
work, from being flooded. 


Lives Lost in Tennessee. 

Memphis, Tenn., Nov. 26.—Meager accounts 
of casualties by flood are coming in from 
west Tennessee. A few miles north of Dyers- 
burg a woman and two children in a buggy 
were thrown into deep backwater and all 
were drowned. 

At the south fork of the Forked Deer River 
a track hand of the Illinois Central was 
drowned. 

Break in the Erie Canal. 

‘Rome, N. Y., Nov. 26.—A break occurred in 
the sixty-mile level of the Erie Canal four 
mile west of here at 3 p. m. today. One hun- 
dred feet of the bank went out and the water 
rushed down on the flats. The water is swift- 
ly going out and all boats on the canal will 
be grounded where they are. 

Pennsylvania Towns in Peril. 

Dubois, Pa., Nov. 26.—This section of the 
country experienced one of the worst floods 
today that has visited it in many years. All 
of the mining plants situated on low ground 
were compelled to close down and many res!- 
dences in the lower parts of the town have 
four to six feet of water in the ground floors. 
The Beaver meadows are covered to a depth 
of three and four feet for miles around. 

At Sabula there is danger, should the wa- 
ter rise but little more, of an immense dam 
breaking which would cause vast damage 
to property and possible loss of life. At Win- 
terburn it was necessary to release some of 
the water in a large dam by breaking a hole 
in it with dynamite. The breaking of the 
dam would have caused disaster to the homes 
of citizens on the lowlands.

SAY HANNA IS FOR CULLOM 


REPORT IS GIVEN OUT AT THE 
SENATOR’S HEADQUARTERS.

National Chairman Said to Have Sent 
a Special Message Denying Stories 
of His Opposition and Declaring 
That the Defeat of the Illinoisan 
Would Be a Less to the Republican 
Party—Governer Tanner Regards It 
as a Fake. 


It was given out at Cullom headquarters 
yesterday that Senator Hanna had sent word

BANKERS ON DAWES” PLAN 


OF CURRENCY WRONG. 


More Restrictions on Loans te Direc- 
ters, They Say, Would Werk In- 
jury by Either Driving Away the 
Business of Best Customers or 
Foreing Out Ablest Members of 
Boards—Present 10 Per Cent Rule 
Toe Stringent. 


Chicago bankers, speaking yesterday of the 
recommendations made by Controller of the 
Currency Dawes in his annual report, ex- 
pressed the fear that to throw new restric- 
tions about loans to directors would deprive 
banks of their best customers. In most of the 
local banks care is taken to have loans to 
directors secured by collateral. 

In several of the banks officers are not 
allowed to borrow there. In others where 
officers and employés are permitted to borrow 
they must put up collateral. Bankers take 
the position that representative men should 
be encouraged to enter the boards of directors 
of banks, and that when they are identified 
with some business almost of necessity they 
are borrowers. 

Officials of Chicago banks do not favor any 
change in the present reservelaw. They say 
that to compel banks to keep a larger per- 
centage of their deposits on hand in cash 
would cause a sharp falling off in the totals 
of deposits in Chicago by country banks, and 
that the earning power of the institutions 
would be affected.

At times these men have a legitimate use for 
funds. I think the present reserve system is sat- 
isfactory.

Loan and Trust company—lIf directors of banks 
are disposed to loot the bank they would probably 
find a way of doing it, no matter what the laws 
were. I see no reason why loans ever should be 
made to employés and officers without first being 
submitted to the Board of Directors. As toa bank 
loaning more than 10 per cent of its capital, the 
fact that this law is almost uniformly violated by 
large banks as well as small is pretty good evi- 
‘dence that it is a poor law and inconsistent with 
good In speaking of the reserve the 
Controlier has called attention to a real evil in 
the matter of encouragement of speculation by 
the accumulation of large amounts of idle funds. 
If it is thought that this evil is so serious as to 
require government interference, would it not be 
better to provide some system of elastic currency 
which would permit the retirement of circulation 
when not needed rather than to attempt arbitrarily 
to force banks in the country to keep a larger re- 
serve than they believe to be necessary? 

JOHN J. MITCH President Illinois Trust 
and Savings—I don't think the feature ot the 
present law restricting loans to 10 per cent of the 
capital is practical where the banks have collat- 
eral as security. Loans to directors and officers 
are not desirable.where they pass on them them- 
selves. Where collateral is given dirctors are the 
same as any one else. 

JOHN A. LYNCH, President National Bank of 
the Republic—It would be impossible to obtain a 
represengative Board of Directors if they could not 
borrow at the bank. If the reserve feature were 
changed it would affect deposits in large centers 
and also the earning power of banks.

MAN WHO RECORDED | 
DISCOVERY OF GOLDIN . 


CALIFORNIA DIES. 


Henry W. Bigler, One of the Men Work- 
ing at Sutter’s Mills When Great 
Strike Was Made, Passes Away at 
Salt Lake. 


Salt Lake, Utah, Nov. 26.—[{Special.J— 
Henry W. Bigler, who made the record of the 
great California gold discovery in 1848, is 
dead at St. George, Utah. He was about 75 


Bigler was a member of the Mormon bat- 
talion working at Sutter’s mill race when the 
discovery was made. He made the following 
entry in his diary on Jan. 24, 1848: 

„This day some kind of metal was found in 
the mill race that looks like gold.“ 

Six days later he wrote in his diary that 
the metal, when tested, proved to be gold. 

Shortly before his death Mr. Bigler related 
the circumstances of the discovery as fol- 


We were building a dam and digging a 
tail race for the mill. 
working with us and the superintendent, 
James W. Marshall, was in the habit of com- 
ing down every afternoon to see how the 
work was progressing. The Indians had 
struck bed rock, which was principally rotten 
granite, and the work was slow. That after- 
noon when Mr. Marshall came down he dis- 
covered something glittering in a crevice at 
the base of the bed rock a few inches under 
water. He sent a young Indian after a tin 
plate. He wanted to try panning out the sand. 
After breakfast the next morning I.was pre- 
paring to set off a blast under a bowlder in 
the upper part of the race when Marshal! 
came up the channel, carying in his arms 
his old white hat, and with a wide grin say- 


Several Indians were 


ing: 

Boys, I believe I have found a gold 
In his hat were nuggets of the yellow 
metal varying in size from small particles 
up to the size of a grain of Wheat.“ 

The gold was tested and found to be pure. 
Efforts were made to keep the discovery se- 
eret, but to no avail, and the California gold 
excitement ensued. Instead of remaining to 
dig gold Mr. Bigler came to Utah. He was one

ten years, and it was seen that unless some 


radical step were taken the best activities 
of the people would soon be swallowed up 
in useless wars and ruinously large standing 
armies. All the republics seem to distrust 
the motives of Chile, and the action taken 
at Madrid is practically a coalition to bind 
that aggressive nation over to keep the 


peace. 

It will be a material blessing to the whole 
of Latin-America and to its neighbors if 
the Madrid scheme for compulsory arbitra- 
tion can be be made to work. The energies 
of the people of Central and South America 
have been wasted long enongh in needless 
wars. If the republics could have pro- 
longed peace and security their industries 
and ecommerce would grow more rapidly 
‘and the real power of each republic would 
increase with its prosperity. The United 
States would also share indirectly in these 
benefits. It is desirable every. point 
of view that Chile’s policy of militarism 
should not be encouraged or imitated by its 
neighbors. | 


CONTROLLER DAWES’ SUGGESTIONS. 
The amendments to the national bank act 
suggested by Controller Dawes in his re- 
port for this year may not be considered at 
the approaching session of Congress. Most 
of the time will be taken up by the appro- 
priation bills, and by army, tax reduction, 
and canal measures. But it ought to be 
possible for Congress to find a little spare 
time in which to consider Controller Dawes’ 
recommendations. 

It is quite natural that bank directors 
should be large borrowers from institutions 
in which they have some of their capital 
invested. It is surprising, however, to learn 
that the direct and indirect liabilities of the 
directors, officers, and employés of the na- 
tional banks to these institutions aggregate 
about one-third of their total capital of 
$631,000,000. It is news to learn that 17 
per cent of the bank failures are due to ex- 
cessive loans to officers and directors. The 
wisdom of legislation which shall prevent 
the making of unsafe loans to directors 
without interfering with the right to make 
safe loans to them cannot be questioned. 

There are two amendments which may not 
meet with the approval of all bankers, 
though they should, being for the prote> 
tion of the business interests of the country. 
One provides that but one-fifth instead of 
three-fifths of the reserve of 15 per cent 
required by law to be kept in banks in 
smaller cities may consist of balances due 
by reserve agents. The other repeals the 
authority banks in smaller reserve cities 


have now to Keep half their lawful money 


reserve in balances in central reserve cities. 
The Controller explains in a lueid manner 
the dangers growing out of the workings of 
the law as it is now. During certain sea- 
sons of the year country banks deposit as 
much as they can of their balances in banks 
in. reserve cities; especially New York. The 
latter banks can pay the high rate of inter- 
‘est on these balances they do only by loan- 
ing them on speculative securities. The 
possession by the banks of surplus funds 
and the wish to earn something with them 
promote excessive speculation. Then, 
when the country banks need their balances 
and begin withdrawing them, the men who 
wish to borrow money to use in speculative 
transactions find it difficult to do so, and 
there is a panic in the stock market. At the 
same time legitimate business interests are 
affected, for they find it harder to borrow 
the money they need. 


To the extent that the law, as it stands | 


now, encourages speculation in the great 
speculative centers it is unwige. The coun- 
try banks will not be able to earn so much 
on their balances as they do now if the 
law is amended as the Controller suggests, 
but the reserve cities will no longer be sub- 
jected to a strain which may endanger the 
stability of the entire banking system. 


Torben TECHNICAL SCHOOLs. 

Moved by German example and by Ger- 
man competition, as well as by the evident 
demand for a new order of training to re- 
place the lapsed system, of apprentice- 
ship, the British people began about a 
dozen years ago a widespread educational 
effort “designed to teach science solely 
with a view to its industrial and commercial! 
applications.” 

By a curious parliamentary fluke in 1890 
the proceeds of a new national tax demand- 
ed by public policy on spirits, were, on 
account of the sudden failure of the con- 

mplated object of the revenue, uner- 
pectedly devoted to the cause of technical 
education. This fund, owing to the broad 
powers under which it has been adminis- 
tered by local authorities, has made possi- 
ble a beginning toward a real system of 
public secopdary education in a country 
whose lack of such a system is strangely 
conspicuous. Special emphasis has, how- 
ever, in its expenditure been laid upon 
education in its immediate relation to in- 
dustry and the movement thus subsidized 
has spread rapidly. The opening a few 
weeks ago of a splendid new technical schoo! 
building in Manchester, the special home of 
technical education in the past, was only 
an example of events which have been 
chronicled at frequent intervals for the dif- 
ferent sections of the country during this 
decade. 

In this progress London has been re- 
eminent. The metropolis now has Gives 

polytechnics,” two more are building, and 
there are a considerable number of other 
important institutions in the city where 
technica] instruction is afforded. These poly- 
technics, beside their more general depart- 
ments of history, literature, language, sci- 
ence, and art, include workshops where 


arts and trades art taught, and provide for 


instruction in domestic economy, musi 
gymnastics, dancing, sick nursing, and 1 
great variety of other subjects. Their at- 
tendance, including night classes, some- 
times reaches 6,000 or 8,000 at a single insti- 
tution. To some etxent, too, they are spe- 
clalizing. One has its bakers and confec- 
tioners’ school, another its school of watch- 
making, another is distinguished in art, 
another in printing, and another in wood- 
working. | 
The Technical Education board, made u 
chiefy from the London County Council, 
but also having representation trom the 
London School board, and several other 
public or semi-publie bodies, is the super- 
vising authority, and since its organization 
in 1803 has been aggressive in its policy. 
One of the features of that policy is the 
grant of six or seven hundred scholarships, 
ranging from $100 to $300 each per year, 
to enable promising children from families 
of small incomes to continue their educa- 
tion in these institutions. | 
In the main, too, it should be said that 
the British policy is to restrict the opportuni- 
ties of technical education to persons ac- 
tually engaged in industry or contemplat- 
ing industrial life, rather than to extend 
these privileges to middle class young peo- 
ple who might regard them as a means 
of general culture. Accordingly, many 
night classes are provided for men and boys 
who are actually engaged in different lines 
of industry, including learners, journeymen,

By adhering to the spirit, if 
not to the letter, of this doctrine the Sal- 
vation Army can undoubtedly achieve the 
best results, and the Commander has prob- 
ably acted wisely in disciplining officers in- 
fected with the spirit of commercialian. 
At the same time, this is a pretty severe test 
of the unworldlinese of anybody in an age 
when all other men are trying to make 
money and to provide for old age or a rainy 
day. The incident is at least a proof of the 
almost irresistible power of the commercial 
spirit of the age. Clergymen should not be 
too hard on the ordinary unregenerate sin- 
ner for wishing to amass treasure on this 
side of the heavenly portals when even such 
unselfish men as Salvation Army officers 
cannot wholly resist the temptation to spec- 
ulate a little in gold mining shares. |

They 
produce no revenue, but they make it possi- 
ble for the American manufacturers of cer- 
tain kinds of goods to exact in American 
markets higher prices for such goods than 
they ask for them in foreign markets. But 
if the committee were to take up this ques- 
tion in connection with its bill to repeal war 
taxes the passage of that bill would be de- 
layed, and might be defeated. The opening 
up of the tariff question would provoke an 
interminable Senatorial debate.

The national touch” to music, upo 
which Herr Strauss lays so much stress, 
exists nowhere save in Germany. Since 
Wagner came upon the scene the national 
touch hardly exists there, for the national 
touch was given to German music first by 


Bach, then by Mozart and Haydn, and sub- 


sequently by Beethoven, all working on the 
same lines and each advancing beyond the 
other in the perfection of form, but it may 
be fairly questioned whether the distinctive 
national school did not end with Brahms. 
As to the other nations, England, France, 
Bohemia, Scandinavia, Italy even, and Rus- 
as evidenced by the music of its two 
reatest composers, Rubinstein and Tachal- 
kowsky, all have been influenced by Ger- 
many. But it America is to produce no 
music until it “forgets business,” then the 
time must be far away. If Herr Strauss’ 
declaration be true that business must be 
fatal to music production, then it is in order 


to look for the speedy decline of the art in 
Germany; for Germany has grown commer- 
‘lal during the last ten years more rapidly 
than any other in nation. 

In looking over the field of music in this 
country Herr Strauss finds nothing worthy 
ot recognition but the Belle of New Tork.“

Far be it from Tun Turnus to take sides 
with either combatant in this war of words. 
Still farther be it from Tun Tumor to 
pronounce upon the housekeeping either of 
Mrs. Corbin or Mrs. Springer. That could. 
easily be settled by leaving the vexed ques- 
tion to arbitration at the hands of a commis- 
sion of housekeepers of acknowledged skill; 
or Mrs. Corbin might challenge Mrs. 
Springer to a public bout in the more im- 
portant details of housekeeping. But as to 
the general question at issue, are not both 
ladies right? Is it not true that female suf- 
frage, as well as pink teas, parties, the shop 
ping habit, and women’s clubs, take women 
away too much from the home and lead to 
neglect of children and domestic duties? 
From this point of view it looks as if the one 
side has no superiority over the other, and 
that each may be right in asserting that the 
other is away from home too much and that 
the children and the duties suffer by it. It 
is noticeable in this connection that neither 
Mrs. Springer nor Mrs. Corbin takes the 

man of the house into account. Mrs. Cor- 
bin would probably argue that paterfamilias 
is not the worse off, because he has his club 
to go to in the absence of materfamilias. 
She might retort that the effect of the fe- 
male suffrage doctrine is to efface pater- 
fdmilias altogether, and ask the pointed 
question why no one ever hears of the hus- 
bands of the female suffragists or recounts

NEW YORK SWEATSHOPS. 

It ig a striking but notorious fact that, 
through the vigorous factory legislation and 
inspection carried out by Massachusetts, 
the sweatshop has been abolished in Boston 
and throughout that State. It is also true, 
however, that the trade formerly carried on 
there has to some extent simply transferred 
its habitat to New York City. The latter 
eity has thus gained in an injurious and im- 
politic form of industry, and actually sends 
the product thereof to Boston to be sold 
over its counters. Notwithstanding this 
partial nullification, however, of its action, 
Massachusetts has the satisfaction of hav- 
ing added to the honorable traditions of the 
old Bay State in this line, by again blazing 
the way, even at its own seeming cost, in 
progressive public action. 

The well known fact that the sweatshop 
still persists in New York City, and that, 
too, in spite of legislation which should be 
adequate to its abolition, has been the sub- 
ject of frequent comment and agitation in 
the metropolis. It was adverted to there 
only a few days ago at a hearing before the 
Tenement House commission, where it was 
asserted that the inspection under the ex- 
isting law had been a failure so far as put- 
ting an end to sweatshops was concerned. 

An effort is now reported from that city, 
apparently springing from persons employed 
in sweatshop work, which is designed to 
bring the subject to the attention of Gov- 
ernor-elect Odell, and to urge changes in the 
law which shall provide not only that addi- 
tional inspectors be appointed to serve with- 
out salary but that the chief inspector’s of- 
fice shall be transferred from Albany, where 
there are no sweatshops, to New York, the 
stronghold of that industrial institution, 
that householders shall be forbidden to al- 
low sweatshops on their premises, and that 
the local Health department shall be given 
cotrdinate powers with the Factory In- 
speetor over their sanitary conditions. 

The recognized dangers to consumers from 
sweatshop industry, and the low standard 
of life among workers which it stands for 
and to which it tends to reduce all workers 
in the trade concerned, emphasize the need 
for its abolition, and likewise the compunc- 
tion which New-Yorkers ought to feel in so 
far as their State is a haven for promoters 
of that industry who have been outlawed in 
Massachusetts. 

In the absence of federal legislation 
the subject—an expedient which hes been 
not a little agitated—State regulation is the 
only resource. There should, therefore, be 
a spirit of honorable coBperation, not to say 
emulation, on the subject among the States 


chiefly concerned. 1 
the dignity of any State to permit sweat- 
shops to multiply in its midst with the ex- 
press aim of thereby inviting business from 
a sister State controlled by a better com 
science.

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Bernhardt Adas to Fame. 
Great Actress and M. Coquelin Achieve 
Success in “L’Aigion” at New York 
More Important, Perhaps, than They 
Won at Paris—Great Outburst of Ac- 
claim Follows the Wagram Scene. 

New York, Nov. 26.—[Special.}—We are not 
a mation of hero-worshippers.

In manner, in every detail of ac- 
tion and gesture, she was the boy-the 
bodily weak, irresolute, deeply resentful, 
hopeless boy within whom blazed fitfully the 
hereditary instincts and inheritance of a 
Napoleon. Sympathy for the boy was held.

Coquelin, as the grenadier, was the em- 
bodiment of those qualities which make the 
old guard of Napoelon glitter in the history 
of France.

When Lord 
Jeffreys comes for the fugitive Fairfax she 
makés the King’s door her point of defense, 
so that, while Fairfax escapes, Jeffreys is 
humiliated by calling upon King Charles to 
come forth and be taken. 

Best of all the scenes was that in which 
Nell garbs herself in the ermine and wig of 
the Chief Magistrate, and mimics him so well 
that her orders are executed to the downfall 
and chagrin of Jeffreys.

In Tudor Miss Marlowe has one of 
the most difficult roles she has yet essayed 
and at the same time one that will prove 
most popular with playgoers. It is a com- 
plex and many-sided character suggesting 
that of Katherine in The Taming of the 
Shrew,” but being a far more winsome 
and loveable character than Shakspeare’s 

Mary Tudor is a termagant. She 
has a vixenish temper that makes her royal 
brother, King Henry VIII., quail before it 
and rejoice mightily when the English Chan- 
nel separates him from her; yet she is at the 
same time so personally charming, so mag- 
netic, so persuasive, so delightfully feminine 
that there is no possibility of remaining an- 
gry with her. 

The character requires the most rapid 
transitions and most whimsical variations of 
temperament. In an instant Mary Tudor 
runs the gamut of moods from tearing pas- 
sion to melting meekness and back again, 


and, as Miss Marlowe portrays her, there is 
not altogether 


lovely. 

It was said that Miss Marlowe refused to 
utter an oath the playwright had put in his 
manuscript. It is not to be found in Mr. 
Majors’ book. Mr. Majors wrote: “ Carry 
this to your King, that I will see him and 
the whole kingdom sunk in hell before I 
will marry Louis of France.” The play- 
wright is alleged to have interpolated the 
word damned before kingdom.“ Miss 
Marlowe did not accept it, and no one can 
believe for a moment that Mr. Kester ex- 
pected she would. 

In the main the playwright has admirably 
caught.and preserved the spirit of the book. 
Alterations and interpolations have neces- 
sarily been made, but these are not of a 
character to materially change the story. 
On the stage the story is told with the same 
charm that it is in Mr. Majors’ book. Con- 
sidered as a production there 18 much to 
praisé in the matter of scenery, of which 
there are five sets, costumes, furniture, and 
other accessories. “ When Knighthood Was 
in Flower is an excellent reflection of the 
times in which the story 1s laid. The pro- 
auction can be strengthened by the assign- 
ment of more competent actors to several 
of the parts. Indeed, there is too strong a 
contrast between Miss Marlowe’s impersona- 
tion of Mary Tudor and that of all the other 
roles, save perhaps that of King Henry, 
which was taken by Charles Harbury. The 
Charles Brandon of Bruce MacRae was a 
disappointment, and neither of the others 
particularly distinguished themselves.

in case of a sudden outbreak of war. Means 
should be provided to this end, and the matter 
should receive the immediate attention of 
Congress and provision made, as reommended 
in my last annual report, for enrolling, in ad- 
dition to the Naval Militia, which is an organ- 
ization of the States and under their regula- 
tion, a naval reserve of a national character, 
which shall be under the call and general 
direction of the Navy department.”
